ASTERN Europe's radio 
war against israel is be- 

ing intensified The People’s 
Democracies’ radios have be- 
gum a barrage of criticism 
against the Isreel Govern- 
ment over its decision to 
support the U.N. ~resolution 
on Korea. " 

Israel's Government and 
Zionist leadership are  ac- 
cused of being accomplices of 
Lritish and American right- 
wing forces who are engaged 
in a@ campaign of widespread 
anti-Semitic and racialist po- 
icles. Ben Qurion’s name is 
inked with that of Peron, 
Franco and Malan. 

On July 12, Radio Bucha- 
rest described Israel as “a 
pillar in the aggressive plans 
w the imperialists.” Alleging 
that while more and more 
people were unemployed and 
Mving in steadily worsening 
conditions, the Government 
Was paving the way for “the 
(gressive military adventure 
cesired by bankers and in- 
dustrialists in the U.S.A. and 
Britain.” 

Thus the Ben Gurion 
ristration was steadily trans- 
forming Israel into “an out- 
post of U. S. imperialism,” 
while the press was trying 
to prepare public opinion for 
“Israel's integration into the 
Mediterranean Pact.” Mean- 
vhile, the commentator al- 
leged. the rulers of Israel 
heve decided to build a stra- 
iegic road. “running from 
Cairo to Istanbul” and had 
signed an agreement authori- 
zing the Americans to carry 
out so-called “air inspec- 
tions.’ 

The broadcast went on 
réint a black picture of 
ing conditions in Israel.

On July 18 | Radio - War- 
saw quoted in Yiddish from 
the text of a protest by the 
Central Commitice of Jews 
in Poland against the “act 
of national treason... By its 
decision the Israel Govern- 
ment has given its support 
te those imperialist forces 
which follow the path of 
Hitlerite fascism and thus 
place in danger the very 
existence of the Jewish 
masses.” 
Attack On Zionists 

In the same broadcast, Joe! 
Lazebnik, Secretary-General 
of the Central Jewish Com- 
mittee, was reported to have 
declared that Ben Gurion's 
Gevernment was prepared to 
turn the people of Israel into 
cannon-fodder for the wWar- 
mongers. The Zionist movethent 
represented by the ma- 
jority of the Jewish Agency 
were morally responsible fot 
“this shameful act of national 
treason.” 

On July 15, Radio Bucha- 
rest accused the Zionists of 
jyning in the campaign 
against the People’s Demo- 
cracies and said that they 
had been trying to persuade 
Jewish workers to abandon 
the building of socialism. The 
commentator then quoted Da- 
vid Remez, Minister of Com- 
munications, as having said 
“Il am happy thet the Jews 
have finally become a-nation 
cepable of oppressing other 
nations.” 

He continued that, with @ 
complete disregard for their 
constitutional rights, the Jews 
were driving Arab 
out of the country and 90 per 
cent of the Arab workers 
were unemployed, while count- 
less Arab Communists were 
in camps and prisons. The 
commentator cited the “Sin- 
ring of Yiddish as another 
manifestation. .of. chauvinism 
and.alleged that the actions 
of the Israel Government 
were reminiscent “of racial 
persecution in the U. 8A.” 

On July 16 Radio Bucha- 
rest described the revival 
of anti-Semitism in  USritain 
ind the USA. Mostey had 
organized “regular devasta- 
tons of Jewish districts, set 
time «fire synagogues and 
organizing street attacks.” The 
commentator then went on 
to say that this anti-Semitic 
Po.icy Was said to enjoy “the 
unstinted support of, other 
unperialist lackays" and also 
of Tito, Franco, Peron, Malan 
and “the rulers of Isree!.” 
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
